Police again warn of scams 


Many con artists target elderly as the weather gets warmer

Senior citizens, beware — the 
water-meter reader may not be 
who he says he is. 

With springtime comes crooks 
looking to scam senior citizens, 
say police. The schemes are dif- 
ferent, but the goals are the same — 
to steal money from unsuspecting, 
and sometimes vulnerable, elder- 
ly. 

“Every couple of years it’s 
something different,” says 
Andover Lt. Kevin Winters. 
Springtime scams are often 


designed around some kind of 


home improvement, when people 
are thinking about fixing up their 
house after a long winter. 


“They know the towns to hit. 
Andover is one of those 
towns.”

He’s seen scams ranging from 
house-siding jobs to chimney 
repairs. Another popular one is a 
driveway sealant offer, where 
workers would pave a resident’s 
driveway with what was supposed 
to be hot top, only to have it wash 
away with the first rainfall — after 
it was paid for in full. 

“They know the towns to hit,” 
says Det. Sgt. Don Pattullo. “They 
go to the towns that have money. 
Andover is one of those towns.” 

Pattullo wants not only the 
elderly to be aware, but also their 
friends and family, who can help 
remind them to protect them- 
selves. 

Money and jewelry were stolen 
from an Old River Road home last 
month when an elderly couple 
was swindled by smooth-talking 
thieves. Two men knocked on the 
couple’s door and presented them 
an offer that was too good to be

true, says Detective Mark Higgen- 
bottom. The deal was that the men 


would pay the couple money if 


allowed to place a generator on 
their property. 
While one man took the couple 


outside — to the furthest corner of 


their property — to look at where 
the generator would supposedly 
go, another thief slipped inside the 
house and swiped the valuables. 

Later that day the men pulled 
the same scam on another couple 
in Methuen. Police have yet to 
find them. 

“If you think something suspi- 
cious is going on, it probably is,”

says Detective Mark Higgenbot- 
tom. He’s giving talks to elderly 
around Andover in hopes of 
increasing their awareness about 
potential traps. Tuesday he spoke 
to a group at Frye Circle. 

Senior citizens age 65 and 
older make up about 12 percent of 
the national population, he says. 
But they make up 30 percent of 
scam victims. 

“Some people say the elderly 
are more trusting,” he says. “They 
can get confused easily.” 

It’s not just door-to-door scam 
artists that are a problem, says

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Youth center land 


Health director waiting for evidence of clean site

Andover Youth Foundation 
members have declared that the 
proposed youth-center land in 
west Andover is clean. But the 
town health director says he won’t 
consider it official until he has the 
report in his hands. 

Three weeks ago the private 
group called AYF, which has pro- 
posed to raise money and con- 
struct a $4.4 million youth center 
on town land in west Andover, 
announced that the land is fit to 
build upon. 

Because the site is juxtaposed 
next to an old, partially uncapped 
landfill, AYF hired crews to dig 
pits in the ground and check for 
solid waste, methane gas and other 
hazardous byproducts that may 


have leaked into the site. 

Larry Larsen, president of 
AYF, has declared a clean bill of 
health for the site from top to bot- 
tom. “The site is entirely clean,” 
he said three weeks ago. 

But Everett Penney, health 
director, says he has yet to see the 
report that makes that declaration 
official. On Monday, he was con- 
cerned that he still had not seen or 
heard from any AYF members. 

“Maybe they don’t think it’s 
important that the Board of Health 
review the data,” he said. 

Before the tests were conduct- 
ed in March, Penney had 
expressed concerns about the pos- 
sible presence of methane and 
radon gases on the site and in the 
water.

Jane Palmer of Frye Cir- 
cle. Telephone scams can 
be even more difficult for 
an elderly person to 
detect. 

“A lot of them have a 
hard time hearing on the 
telephone,” she says. 
“They might think 
they’re saying yes to 
something else (legiti- 
mate).” Palmer isn’t sure 
whether she’s ever come 
close to being scammed, 
but she’s proud of her

ability to say “no” to 
callers on the phone, and 
she swears by her caller-ID 
machine, which helps her avoid 
picking up the phone when unfa- 
miliar phone numbers appear. 

“My caller ID is the best invest- 
ment I’ve ever made,” she says. 

Carole Farrell, also of Frye Cir- 
cle, says she’s prepared when 
scam artists ring her telephone to 
tell her she’s won some big prize — 
which they promise to send, as 
long as she gives out her credit 
card number. She doesn’t fall for 
it. “Scams happen all the time” 
she says. “You've got to be able to 
tell them, if 1 won something, then 
send it to me!” 

Scams to look out for include 
people knocking on doors asking

to borrow the’ telephone because 
their car broke down. Frauds dis- 
guised as water-meter readers, 
looking for an invitation into a 
senior’s home, are another prob- 
lem, Higgenbottom says. He rec- 
ommends that seniors ask for the 
person’s name and identification, 
and then call that person’s compa- 
ny to verify that the visit is legiti- 
mate. 

“Tf there’s anything suspicious, 


just call the police. That’s what 


we're there for,’ says Higgenbot- 
tom. 
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He was present when the holes 
were dug and was satisfied that no 
solid waste was visible. But fol- 
lowing that up with a report that 
the land is clean is more than just 
a courtesy, he says. 

“It’s not just nice. It’s very 
important in terms of anticipated 
problems with the landfill being 
right next door,” he said Monday. 

The state of the land should be 
important to both the town and 
AYF for multiple reasons. AYF 
has promised to turn the land and 
the youth center over to town 
ownership after completion. A 
written contract between the town 
and AYF also states that, if the 
land turns out to be contaminated, 
AYF will not continue with the 
project — unless the town picks up 
the tab to clean it. 

On Tuesday, AYF member Bob 
McQuade explained why he had 
not submitted a report to the town 


yet. Despite Larsen’s announce- 
ment that the land is “entirely” 
clean, McQuade says there are 
still more tests yet to be done. 
Crews will test the ground water 
for contamination late this month. 
After those results are available, 
the town will receive a final report, 
which should happen in “a few 
weeks.” 

The report upon which 
McQuade and Larsen were basing 
their announcement was a “pre- 
liminary” report that did not 
include the ground water, he adds. 

Penney, who has spoken with 
McQuade since, says he is satis- 
fied with the answer and will wait 
patiently for the final report. But 
he questions why AYF went for- 
ward with the news before getting 
an official stamp of approval. 

“Tt might have been premature 
of them to announce publicly that 
it’s a clean site without having the 


results,” he says. 

McQuade disagrees that the 
announcement was premature, but 
admits that he is assuming that the 
ground water tests will not pose 
any other problems. 

“It would have showed up in 
the dirt sample,” he says. “Our 
major concern was that there was 
not any solid waste on the site. We 
confirmed it was not there.” 

Larsen was not available to 
comment Tuesday. 

The contract between AYF and 
the town states that AYF will not 
continue forward unless the town 
is completely satisfied with every 
step of the process. McQuade 
agrees that the town’s stamp of 
approval on the site’s cleanliness 
falls into that category. 

“Unless the town is satisfied, 
nothing will go,” he says. “Every- 
thing from A to Z is going to be 
approved by the town.”

b be YOUTH CENTER PROJECT run by the 
private Andover Youth Foundation 1s a 
special endeavor, not only because it will 
bring a youth center to Andover, but because 
it can serve as a blueprint for other such pri- 
vate-public partnerships. In times of growing 
budgets, turbulent job markets and shrinking 
land options, such partnerships may be need- 
ed to satisfy future community desires. The 
town should use this project to outline how 
future cooperative projects should work. In 
addition, both the foundation and town offi- 
cials must be careful to set an example and 
continue working together openly as needed. 

The small hubbub over AYF declaring the 
youth-center site “clean” without sending pre- 
liminary reports to Health Director Everett 
Penney seems to be a minor blip on the 
youth-center radar screen. But it should 
remind everyone involved about the impor- 
tance of keeping the town up to speed. We're 
sure that when the final tests have been com- 
pleted they will be shared promptly with town 
officials. Clearly, getting a seal of approval 
from the town health director will only result 
in good public relations. 

One of the reasons the youth-center plan 
met with such support is because the founda- 
tion was headed by both community leaders 
and former town officials that residents trust- 
ed. There is much to be gained from private 
building projects such as this — and much red 
tape to be lost. 

Yet both the foundation, and any future 
group involved in a similar deal to create 
something for the town, cannot go too far 
down any road alone, lest they lose some 
measure of public confidence.

New tune toward 1 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to clarify a point in the 
story that appeared on page 17 in the 
May 9 Townsman, and also to clarify my 
thinking and position on the subject of 
the elementary music program, with 
respect to lessons during the day. 

In the first paragraph, it is stated that 
Superintendent Claudia Bach criticized 
Chris Smith’s directive to create a com- 
mittee to investigate keeping the lessons 
during the day. In paragraph three, the 
article says that Smith’s directive had 
support from Dick Collins and myself. 

| would first like it to be known that I 
did not at all support the idea that Bach 
create a committee at this meeting. My 
feeling is that Bach had spent enough 
time researching the issue and by her 
presentation I was aware of her opinion 
as to what we should do. It should also 
be noted that her opinion is driven by a 
tremendous amount of input from her 
staff. She — and it — have spent enough 
time on this matter and given us all we 
need to make a decision. 


That it was a different opinion than I ° 


had reached dismayed me not at all. 
Reasonable people can have differences 
of opinion and still work together colle- 
gially and collaboratively. Bach and | 
are driven on this jssue by the same prin- 
ciple that unites our efforts in almost 
every endeavor and initiative: to provide 
an exemplary educational program for 


the students of this community. 

As a School Committee member, | 
did not feel it was in the interest of the 
community to take a vote at that meet- 
ing. As a committee, we had only 
moments before received from Bach her 
thoughts as to the options that we had. 
We also received input from affected 
parents that evening. To take a couple of 
weeks to digest the information, and the 
input, and to give other parties who may 
wish to weigh in on the subject an 
opportunity to contact us seems a pru- 
dent and reasonable course. 

Subsequently, I have reached a differ- 
ent conclusion than I presented to the 
public that evening. I would love to hold 
my ground in support of the parents who 
have been writing and attending, implor- 
ing that we keep this program. But my 
comments suggesting that we ignore 
state regulations, while perhaps fine 
coming from me, are impossible to 
impose upon the school administration. 

If one is convinced that this program 
is not a core subject, then the detraction 
from the Time and Learning regulations 
cannot be overlooked. If one is persuad- 
ed that it is a core learning subject, then 
funding needs to be found. The trouble 
with that is, the dollars are not there. We 
have made $1.5 million in reductions 
and eliminations from our original bud- 
get. Every dollar of that would have sup- 
ported a needed program or position. 


n-day music lessons 


We do not assemble budgets with 
items that can be pulled out in the event 
the town manager cannot fund them. 
Our budgets are always the most 
inspected and commented upon in town. 
We have no trouble justifying our 
requests because they are never extrane- 
ous. This is true also of the $1.13 mil- 
lion override request. In the event that 
fails to pass on June 11, the situation is, 
frankly, more dire. 

The elementary music program has 
been in place for more than 40 years, but 
in many ways, it is only as old as Ed 
Reform itself. It is supported by parents 
who are passionately committed to the 
highest standard of education possible. 
In that, they are exactly like myself, the 
rest of the School Committee and all of 
the teachers, administrators and parents 
who live and work in Andover. 

I feel quite badly, as do many of us, 
that the decision has come to this, but I 
feel just as badly for the other items, 
positions and programs that will be 
eliminated this year. 

I believe we must look to the future, 
to the passage of the override and to 
encouraging the town to fund education 
at a higher percentage of town revenue 
than the current 45 percent, in order to 
move education in the direction we all 
want to see it go.

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Protecting homes Sticking up for top maintenance man On special education: Schools need to 


Editor, Townsman: 

Article 25, which would have 
authorized the transfer of a town- 
owned lot on Heather Drive to 
Andover Community Trust for 
construction of “affordable hous- 
ing,’ was defeated by Town Meet- 
ing. The Heather Drive communi- 
ty opposed Article 25 because it 
believes the lot is unsuitably wet 
for construction, and filling the lot 
will cause water damage to nearby 
homes. Regarding the defeat, ACT 
member Terry Anderson was quot- 
ed in the April 25 Townsman: “The 
thing (voters) lost sight of in the 
debate was that we weren’t dis- 
cussing the design of the house. 
We were discussing the (transfer) 
of the land.” Perhaps in this situa- 
tion it’s somehow soothing to 
blame the voters. But ACT needs 
to look within. Perhaps it’s ACT 
that just doesn’t get it. 

When Susan Stott (ACT presi- 
dent) met with Heather Drive resi- 
dents to discuss Article 25, we 
expressed our concerns regarding 
water damage. Stott made it quite 
clear that she would do whatever 
was necessary to build on the land, 
and that our concerns were not a 
priority. When I specifically asked 
her who would be responsible for 
the resulting water damage, she 
replied that she was “not willing to 
accept that large a liability.” 

Many of us in Andover are dis- 
gusted with those who would spew 
their grand social visions as long 
as the required sacrifice is imposed 
on others. Any agenda so permeat- 
ed by arrogance and self-right- 
eousness that the interests of 
decent people, who simply want to 
protect their homes, would be so 
easily dismissed is doomed.

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Group home brings five elders into neighborhood 


By Judy Wakefield 

It was two years ago when a 
group of nursing-home residents 
successfully sued the state for 
their inappropriate placement in 
those homes. These folks argued 
that they could indeed live in 
group settings in single-family 
homes in suburbs, but the state 
didn’t have any such housing for 
them. 

Now, Andover has been added 
to the list of Massachusetts sub- 
urbs putting group homes in tradi- 
tional family neighborhoods. 

Seven Hills Foundation Inc. of 
Worcester was awarded a state 
contract to find homes for about 
100 of these nursing home resi- 
dents. And, they just bought a 
house in Andover. 

The company bought a ranch at 
1 Kirkland Drive, off Lowell 
Street, and five nursing-home res- 
idents will be moving there this 
summer. 

Seven Hills paid market rate for 
the single-family house - 
$472,000 — and plans to spend 
another $60,000 in renovations, 
according to Joe Tosches, chief 
operating officer at Seven Hills. 

A similar neighborhood change 
recently happened on Alden Road, 
near Phillips Academy, where 
another ranch-style home in a sin- 
gle-family neighborhood has been 
turned into a group home. There, 
three developmentally-challenged 
men have moved in. 

And, plans for an eight-unit 
structure on South Main Street for 
the developmentally-disabled will 
soon be taken up by the planning 
and zoning board.

offenders, people in drug rehabs 
inmates or child molesters when 
they hear ‘group home’ but noth- 
ing could be further from the 
truth.” Tosches said. “We are good 
neighbors. People need to give us 
a chance.” 

He said as a result of the law- 
suit the state has to find homes for 
375 nursing-home residents over a 
three-year period. His company’s 
contract calls for finding homes 
for 104 of them within two years. 

When asked how the company, 
which has an office in Lowell, 
found the Kirkland Drive ranch, 


he said Andover was on a “real 
nice town” list and those commu- 
nities are where these people 
deserve to live. 

“The market is such that there 
aren’t a lot of ranches on the mar- 
ket and there are not a lot of real 
nice towns. Andover is a place 
where you want to be,” he said. 

Tosches said it is a quality of 
life issue for these mostly elderly 
wheelchair-bound people who 
have lived in nursing homes but 
want — and can handle — a more 
independent lifestyle. 

“Many of them can’t speak for 
themselves so we work with fami- 
ly members and try to find hous- 
ing close to families,” he said. 
“These people deserve that.” 

Plans call for five “frail, elderly 
developmentally-delayed people 
in wheelchairs, both men and 
women mostly in their 70s,” to 
live in the 3,000-square-foot slab 
ranch on Kirkland, Tosches said.

[ must believe that this change, 
a new review of contracted care 
and realistic parameters for plac- 
ing children in SPED can and will 
significantly reduce the cost of the 
program. 

The other side of this coin is to 
insist that the state, which man- 
dates care, assist the towns at a rea- 
sonable level in paying for this 
care.

To target meningitis, the 
Health Division of the Depart- 
ment of Development and Plan- 
ning will hold seven mini-clin- 
ics this summer. A full clinic 
was held at Andover High 
| School May 2 for seniors going 
away to college. 

“Kids living in dorms set- 
tings are at a higher risk,” said 
Public Health Nurse Joanne 
Martel. Meningitis is the 
swelling of the brain and spinal 
| cord. It can cause neural prob- 
lems resulting in the loss of dig- 
its or limbs. 

“The disease is relatively 
rare, but when it hits, the effects 
can be devastating,” said Mar- 
tel. Meningitis is transmitted by 
close contact or exposure 
through coughing, sharing a 
glass or kissing. This year the 
state of Connecticut is requiring 
all college students living in

dorms to be vaccinated against 
the potentially fatal illness. 

The meningitis vaccine will 
be more difficult to obtain this 
year than in the past. Doctors 
may not carry the vaccine 
because health insurance com- 
panies are not reimbursing 
them for it, according to infor- 
mation from the health divi- 
sion. The vaccine will not be 
available at pharmacies either, 
as the vaccine needs to be 
administered quickly or it loses 
its effect. The vaccine will cost 
$70 and those interested must 
call the health division for an 
appointment. 

The clinics will be held 
twice in June and July and three 
times in August.

Monday, June 17; Wednesday, 
June 19; Monday, July 1}:

Simeon E. LeGendre Jr., 84, a 
longtime Andover resident, died 
Thursday, May 9 at the Melrose 
home of his daughter. 

Mr. LeGendre was an Andover 
resident for 58 years. 

He graduated from Lawrence 
High School in 1935 and from 
Boston Col- 
lege in 1939. 
He was a 
member of the 
Americal Divi- 
sion, the first 
US Army unit 
to go overseas 
in World War 
Il. 

His family 
said because 
he was bilin- 
gual and had experience with car- 
rier pigeons, he became part of the 
Signal Corps. His unit went to 
Australia, Bora Bora, New Cal- 
cedonia and Guadalcanal in the 
Solomon Islands. He encoded a 
message from General Sebree that 
ordered a mopping up campaign 
to secure the island. 

He survived a serious bout with 
malaria while in the Southwest 
Pacific and returned from war in 
1944. 

He pursued a career in law, 
earning a doctor of jurisprudence

degree from Boston University in 
1947 as well as a master’s degree 
in law in 1948. 

That same year, he began a 40- 
year career of teaching business 
law and economics at Merrimack 
College. He was also the place- 
ment director at the collge from 
1951 to 1976, guiding hundreds of 
graduates on their career paths. 

In 1995, he was one of four 
faculty members honored at Mer- 
rimack College’s first Founders’ 
Day Observance ceremony. In 
1998, he was honored by the 
Lawrence Bar Association for 50 
years of legal service in the Merri- 
mack Valley. 

His late wife, Alice R. 
LeGendre, was the first president 
of the Ladies of Merrimack and 
was very active with spiritual and 
social events there. She died in 
1976. 

Ten years later, Mr. LeGendre

Known as “Papa” within his 
large family, he enjoyed music, 
epsecially jazz and big band. Fam- 
ily members said he also enjoyed 
gardening and traveling abroad.

Businessman lived by 
Golden Rule, friends say 


Theodore L. Russem treasured 
“The Golden Rule” so much that 
he created an award for Merri- 
mack es. students, encourag- 

wee ing them to 
S| live by the 
words “Do 
unto others as 
you would 
have them to 
unto you.” 

College 
officials say 
they will 
remember the 
87-year-old 
retired busi- 
ness leader and 
philanthropist as a friend who 
truly lived his life that way, serv- 
ing as a model for others. 

Russem died quietly at his Nut- 
meg Lane home Monday morn- 
ing, May 13 after a brief illness, 
according to family. 

“He was quite an individual 
and clearly practiced what he 
preached — someone who set the 
tone for interdenominational 
respect for different religions and 
their importance,” said Richard J. 
Santagati, Merrimack College 
president. 

“Ted really celebrated what we 
expect society to be in terms of 
respect, tolerance and appreciation 
of the differences in people. He

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saw the importance of the Golden 
Rule beyond denominational 
lines,” he said. “How unusual it is 
for a Jew to support a program at a 
Catholic-Christian college. But he 
practiced religion in the broadest 
way. He put his resources where 
his heart was.” 

Russem and his brother 
Jerome, for many years, owned 
and operated Russem’s, a popular 
woman’s clothing business that 
was rooted on Essex Street in 
Lawrence, but also had stores in 
Andover and Methuen. Their 
father, Benjamin Russem, began 
the business in 1911, living out the 
traditional American ‘rags to rich- 
es’ success story. 

Born in Minsk, Russia, Ben- 
jamin arrived in America on July 
4, 1906, as a poor 15-year-old boy. 

But six years later, he founded 
a business that became an institu- 
tion in Greater Lawrence. He 
began modestly, as a door-to-door 
peddler in Andover. 

It continued through three gen- 
erations. The Lawrence and 
Methuen stores closed in 1988. 
The Andover store closed three 
years later, ending an 80-year fam- 
ily business legacy. 

But Ted Russem kept his 
father’s spirit alive by establishing 
and funding “The Benjamin 
Russem Golden Rule Award,” and 
attended a ceremony last month to 
make a presentation to this year’s 
winners — a group of 74 Merri- 
mack College students and 12 
advisers in recognition of their 
volunteer service during Alterna- 
tive Spring Break 2002. 

“He was a mensch — a man of 
enormous sensitivity and empathy 
for human beings,” said Professor 
Padraic O'Hare, chairman of the 
Department of Religious Studies 
at Merrimack College. 

O'Hare called him “one of the 
most supportive friends of the col- 
lege, philanthropically and intel- 
lectually.” “He was a tremendous 
supporter of the kind of education 
that causes students to be more 
sensitive to others, reaching across 
boundaries of race and ethnicity.”

hours a day, and they are always 
awake, Tosches said. 

This week, a contractor was 
busy taking measurements for 
two wheelchair ramps and 
adding another bedroom to the 
four bedroom house. The new 
residents will be moving in 
around July 1.

in the home. 

These homes have to meet ~ 
building codes and state regula- 
tions regarding such topics as 
handicapped accessibility and 
proper evacuation procedures. 
Representatives from Seven

and all the necessary require- 
ments will be met, Colyer said. 

“They must comply with 
state and zoning requirements 
and are treated no differently,” 
he said.

Chandler Road man: Water-quality problems demand attention 


By Rebecca Piro 

Resident Larry Bruce says he’s 
gone through three water heaters 
in his 10 years on Chandler Road. 
Rather than buy a fourth, Bruce 
says it’s time for the town to fix 
his dirty water. 

“When I say it’s poor quality, | 
mean it’s thick and brown,” he 
told the selectmen Monday night. 
“You would hesitate to bathe in 
ee 

Bruce says he’s spoken with 
Jack Petkus, director of the Public 
Works department, who attributed 
the water problems to sewer con- 
struction in the area. Petkus did 
not attend the meeting Monday 
night, but Bruce told selectmen 
that the DPW director had not 
offered him a solution to the ongo- 
ing problem. 

“T’ll personally swear on the 
Bible to you that I’m getting water 


so full of sediment that you can’t 
see through an eight-ounce glass,” 
Bruce said. 

Besides getting little response 
from DPW personally, Bruce is 
concerned that the whole neigh- 
borhood is being put off. He took 
it upon himself to research the 
complaints about water in the 
Chandler Road area and says the 
number of people who called to 
complain in the past year had dra- 
matically dropped off from years 
past — not because the water has 
improved, Bruce speculated, but 
because the DPW’s reporting sys- 
tem had changed. 

He said that every comment 
was not being properly logged, 
and he estimated that only 25 per- 
cent of all complaints were being 
recorded. 

“We as a town should know 
how many people are inconve- 


nienced by this,” he said. 

Selectman Brian Major 
promised that the board would 
pursue an answer. “It’s very 
important for us to take a look at 
what is the magnitude of the prob- 
lem and what will it take to fix it,” 
he said. 

Water pipes on Brookfield 
Road were replaced last year after 
several residents complained to 
the selectmen about their water 
quality. 

Selectman John Hess agreed 
with Bruce that the town needs a 
better system to track complaints 
and monitor water quality in 
neighborhoods. “Maybe Mr. 
Bruce has bad water, but there 
may be other parts of town that 
have worse water,” he said. 

The selectmen plan to ask the 
DPW director to talk about the 
issue at a future public meeting.

Meeting, and make recommenda- 
tions for improvement — with the 
possibility of eliminating Town 
Meeting completely, and making 
Andover a city. 

The formation of the group was 
prompted by former Selectman 
Larry Larsen, who said that several 
people had complained to him 
about the shortfalls of Town Meet- 
ing. The committee has since met 
monthly, and it held one other pub- 
lic meeting last year.

be a concern,” read the letter. 

Mike Vogler of Parthenon Circle 
attended the hearing and expressed 
concern that people are unable to 
vote their conscience, because 
“they’re afraid their neighbors are 
watching.” He also questioned the 
efficacy of Town Meeting. 

“The process is much less 
democratic than we think it is,” he 
said. “If you can’t attend, you have 
no alternative representation.” 

“You’ve got a maximum of 
2,000 people making decisions for 
20,000 (registered voters),” agreed 
John Baker of South Main Street. 
“That’s not exactly democracy to 
me.” 

Members of the Town Govern- 
ment Review Committee say they 
have studied the possibility of 
switching to a representative Town 
Meeting, in which voting districts 
would elect representatives. Those

representatives would be the ones 
to vote at Town Meeting. 

But that alternative would make 
the situation worse, argued Dick 
Eldred of Lupine Road. “If you go 
to a representative Town Meeting, 
that’s not democracy,” he said. 
“You will never get that vote back 
for every individual.” 

Another writer, Ruth 
Rosensweig of Aspen Circle, called 
the Finance Committee report, 
intended as a guide to voters on 
every article, “daunting,” and said it 
is difficult to find the time to edu- 
cate herself on complicated issues 
such as the budget. 

But resident Robert McLellan of 
Hampton Lane said his lack of time 
to focus on town issues is exactly 
the reason Town Meeting should 
stay. “It forces me once a year to 
focus on what’s going on in this 
community,” he said.

West Nile Virus watch begins

Thanks to recent rainstorms, the early spring 
drought may not reduce the risk of mosquitos carry- 
ing West Nile Virus. 

The Andover Health Department opened its bird- 
testing facility yesterday, Wednesday, May 15, to test 
birds for the virus. Eggs laid by mosquitoes last sum- 
mer may lay dormant until they come in contact with 
rising water levels caused by the rains. Some mos- 
quitos can transfer the virus from birds to humans. 

This year the department will be testing only 
crows and bluejays. The birds should have died with- 
in 24 hours of natural causes. 

Last year, 31 birds in Andover and 37 birds from 
Tewksbury tested positive for West Nile Virus. 
“That’s 68 birds within a two-mile radius,” said 
Health Director Everett Penney. The findings caused 
Andover to spray for mosquitos. West Nile Virus is 
communicable to human beings and has a 10-percent 
mortality rate. The symptoms are flu-like and the 
elderly are most at risk, according to health depart- 
ment information. There is no treatment. 

Last year in America, there were three human 
cases, all in people over the age of 65. One person 
died. 

Andover’s health department will be dropping 
mosquito larvacide pellets in catch basins (roadside 
flood drains) to reduce the mosquito population in late 
May or early June. The drought may help reduce the 
health risk. “That’s good. It cuts down on larvae,” said 
Penney, but he added that the recent rains could also 
affect the insects. There are no plans to spray yet. 
“Spraying is the method of last resort,” said Penney.

This year, the health department will only 
test crows and bluejays for the virus. 


The decision to spray would be made in late July 
or August at the height of mosquito season. Penney 
prefers public education. He advises residents to stay 
away from mosquitoes at peak times, and to wear 
long sleeves and a good repellent (one containing the 
chemical DEET). 

Mosquitoes lay their eggs in water. Tires sitting in 
the backyard can collect water and be a good place 
for mosquito larvae. “Any place where you have stag- 
nant, sitting water (can be a breeding ground), he 
says.

Piantedosi. “He plans on hav- 
ing the school open.” 

The schedule includes hav- 
ing the middle-school class- 
rooms finished by June 2 

So it appears the next 
month will provide a more 
definitive answer to the ques- 
tions about the schools’ open- 
ing. Superintendent Claudia 
Bach has said she will make a 
decision about next year by 
June 18, before some families 
begin leaving town for the 
summer. 

“By the 18th of June we're 
going to have to say some- 
thing definitive to parents 
(such as): Your children will 
be picked up and taken to this 
location on Sept. 5,” says 
Bach. 

Before then, on June 4, 
officials will tour the site to 
get a progress report that they 
hope will help them estimate 
when the schools will be 
ready. 

“I’m hoping that by then 
we're able to say, ‘They're 
going to be delayed by X 
amount of days,” says School 
Committee member Gerry 
Gustus. As that comment 
implies, Gustus admits that he 
does not believe the schools 
will open on time.

Addressing issues 

Following a Tuesday meet- 
ing with Callahan, Piantedosi 
said the contractor had been 
“very responsive” to concerns 
such a mold problem. Both he 
and Callahan indicated agree- 
able resolutions to several 
issues — including a mold 
problem — are in the works . 

By contrast, the progress 
report given by the project's 
architect at the School Build- 
ing Committee meeting May 
8 was not encouraging. 

Architect Lorraine 
Finnegan said that workers do

“The schedule is secondary 
at this point,” said Alan 
Champagne, vice-chairman, 
at one point. 

Chairman Mark Johnson 
and others, however, said they 
do not want to concede that 
the school will not make its 
deadline. 

“We are expecting to be 
done and any other accommo- 
dation we have to make is 
going to be major and it’s 
going to be costly — costly to 
the community and costly to 
Callahan,” says Bach. 

Callahan says progress is 
continuing. “The formal sub- 
stantial completion date is an 
early August date and we will 
hit that,” he says. He notes 
that, while months ago he sug- 
gested that it was possible that 
everything but the auditorium 
and gymnasium might not be 
ready, “right now we're on 
track.” 

Piantedosi says that even in 
a worst-case scenario, the core 
middle-school areas would be 
ready for students by the Sept.

Bloody good hosts wanted

Tea and crumpets, anyone? 

Residents looking for a taste of the 
English culture can get their fill by vol- 
unteering as a host family for Andover, 
England visitors this fall. 

Members of the Andover Sister 
Towns Association are looking for res- 
idents who don’t mind sharing their 
home, their meals and their time for 
one week, from Oct. 14 through Oct.

The visit is the first part of what the 
association hopes to turn into an 
“exchange” of cultures, says Judy

‘Hold the Cheese’ — please 


Students learn how to be natural photographers

rapher Carol Van Doren 
is teaching kids photography > 
without the cheese. In a class 
offered through the Expanding 
Horizons program sponsored by 
the Bancroft PTO, Van Doren 
teaches kids the basics and 
some tricks of the trade of pho- 
tography and photojournalism. 

For Van Doren, getting a nat- 
ural shot is essential.

before school. Bancroft teachers 
and parents teach the classes, 
which were also offered in poet- 
ry, yo-yo skills, basketball and 


“gooey science.” 

Van Doren focused her 
lessons on lighting and shadow, 
composition, how to get the best 
picture and how to tell the most 
interesting story. To take clear 
photos, she told the students to 
hold their elbows close to their 
body, hold their breath or lean 
against something while they 
shoot. She made the kids title 
their photos, “to treat it as art.

The kids mat- 
ted their photos as well, to hang 
them or give them a framed 
look. 

Van Doren found the teach- 
ing experience rewarding and 
was impressed with her stu- 
dents.

was lined with red and white 


polka dots. 
Her fingernails and toenails 
were painted 


red and she had a pierced belly- 
button with two clear stones 
attached. ; 

The victim was discovered by 
Andover firefighter Salvatore 
DeNaro and fire Lt. Barry Thorn- 
ton, who responded to put out a 
brush fire. When the flames sub- 
sided, the firefighters realized they 
were looking at a body wrapped in 
both plastic and a rug. Police say 
the female was likely murdered 
somewhere else and then driven to 
Andover where the body was 
dumped and burned. 

Results of an autopsy were 
scheduled to be ready Tuesday,

but the district attorney’s office is 
not planning to release the cause 
of death, to protect the integrity of 
the investigation, says spokesman 
Steve O'Connell. 

“The investigation is on two 
different tracks right now,” he 
says. “We're trying to find out her 


identification and pursue a homi- 
cide case.” 

O’Connell declined to com- 
ment on whether the detectives 
have interviewed any witnesses. 
Pattullo says the Andover depart- 
ment has received numerous 
phone-call inquiries about the 
case, some from as far as New Jer- 
sey and New York. “We've had 
people... and police officers look- 
ing for missing people, checking 
to see what (the female’s) descrip- 
tion is.” Despite the number of 
calls, police have turned up “noth- 
ing solid yet,” he adds. 

Andover detectives Bill Wal- 
lace and Pat Keefe are also work- 
ing on the case. Anyone with

Here’s a story, 


of a psychologist named Chedekel, ciate 


who was busy with a book called 
The Blended Family. 

HIS BOOK, Dr. David S. 
Chedekel says that the 
“typical” blended family is 
formed when a parent divorces and 
remarries, bringing a new spouse into 
the family or bringing children togeth- 
er from two marriages. TV shows like 
The Brady Bunch notwithstanding, the 
blended family can be an emotionally 
difficult arrangement. Chedekel says 
that people often expect that because 
they love one another everything will 
work out without trouble. He says that 
having realistic expectations about 
what could go wrong and talking about 
potential problems are the ways to 
avoid trouble. Chedekel likes to ask his 
clients, “What is your worst fear?” 

That is a place to start discussion. 
Chedekel has had a practice in 
Andover since 1971 and is currently 
the director of General Psychological 
Associates located at Three Dundee 
Park.

“the bringing together of two separate 
entities, or very different components.” 
The book, which he co-authored, 
focuses on parent/child relationships. 
In The Blended Family, Chedekel 
also investigates adoption, foster par- 
enting, and situations where elderly 
parents move in with their children and 
when adult children move back with 
their parents. Chedekel’s general 
advice in bringing people together is 
“to communicate before people unite.” 
In a society seeing the breakdown of 
the nuclear family, multiple marriages 
and single parenting, Chedekel does 
not choose a perfect configuration. “In 
the perfect family people are open, 
honest and realistic in what they expect 
from each other.” he said. Chedekel 
said that different cultures have differ- 
ent family ideals.

perfection. “Man plans and God 
laughs.” he said. “Nothing 1s perfect.” 

The Blended Family uses teal case 
studies of clients who have been treat- 
ed by Chedekel and co-author Karen 
O'Connell.

The use 
of aliases caused some confusion as 
Chedekel’s publishers would refer to 
the case subjects by their aliases and 
the doctors wouldn’t always remember 
who the subjects were.

Cabinet status for the environment 


Editor, Townsman: 

The US Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency was established by 
Executive Order in December 
1970. The agency brought together 
under one roof many environmen- 
tal programs and initiatives that 
were ongoing in several depart- 
ments within the federal govern- 
ment. The agency’s mission, 
responsibilities, and budget have 
grown over the years to meet the 
legislative and regulatory demands 
placed upon it by the Congress and 
the American people. 

EPA has always recognized that 
short-term and long-term environ- 
mental concerns and consequences 
are an inevitable result of energy 
generation and use, transportation, 
and economic development. Over 
the years environmental impacts 
have become better characterized 
and understood by EPA due to 
constantly improving technology 
and scientific advances. 

Yet, for more than 31 years, the 
president has not had the benefit of 
discussing and debating concerns 
involving environmental protec- 
tion along with energy, transporta- 
tion, and economy issues within 
the full membership of his Cabi- 
net. Environmental issues have not 
enjoyed comparable executive 
privilege at the highest levels of the 
federal government. In my view, 
the recent US decision to eliminate 
itself from the Global Warming 
Treaty was driven primarily by 
economic concerns with little con- 
sideration of the significant 
progress made to promote and 
implement sustainable develop- 
ment in the US economy — an area 


of expertise that the EPA would 
have brought to bear in a spirited 
debate amongst equals sitting in 
the Cabinet. 

The US Constitution, Article Il, 
Section 2, authorized the president 
to “...require the Opinion, in writ- 
ing, of the principal Officer in each 
of the executive Departments, 
upon any Subject relating to the 
Duties of their respective Offices.” 
Today, the Cabinet includes the 
vice president and, by law, the 
heads of 14 executive departments 
— the Secretaries of Agriculture, 
Commerce, Defense, Education, 
Energy, Health and Human Ser- 
vices, Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, Interior, Labor, State, 
Transportation, Treasury, and Vet- 
erans Affairs, and the attorney gen- 
eral. While the president has 
accorded the EPA Administrator 
“Cabinet-level rank,” it is federal 
law that defines full membership 
in the Cabinet as authorized by the 
Constitution. Federal law needs to 
be amended to recognize EPA as 
an “executive department” and to 
accord the EPA administrator full 
Cabinet status. 

Thus, to achieve the necessary 
parity among senior officials with- 
in the executive branch, the US 
Environmental Protection Agency 
administrator must be elevated to 
full Cabinet status sanctioned 
under federal law. Only then will 
the necessary balance among sev- 
eral compelling and, at times, 
competing domestic issues be real- 
ized in our complex and intercon- 
nected society.

A dangerous kink in the food chain 


Editor, Townsman: 

In this age of Mad Cow and 
Hoof-and-Mouth Disease, we have 
come to learn that practices in 
“food animal production” can 
result not only in cruel and inhu- 
mane treatment toward the ani- 
mals, but also in an increased risk 
of spreading disease to humans by 
allowing diseased animals in the 
human-food chain. 

Congress and the Food and 
Drug Administration are both cur- 
rently considering legislation that 
would prohibit the use of “downed 
animals” in human food. “Downed 
animals” refers to cows, pigs, and 
other farm animals that are so sick 
or injured that they cannot stand, 
even to access food and water. Yet 
these animals are routinely 
dragged with chains or pushed 
with forklifts on their way to 
slaughter. Such animals are cur- 
rently allowed in food production 
for human consumption. In fact, 
the USDA shockingly stated that 
the law allows for diseased ani- 
mals to be slaughtered and 
processed for human consumption. 
According to Dr. Michael Greger, 
an expert in Mad Cow Disease, 
there is evidence that downed cat- 
tle are suffering from a form of the 
disease and that excluding them 
from the human-food supply is a 
“critical step” in protecting the 
public. 

In raising awareness about this 
issue, I have found that many peo- 
ple in Massachusetts agree. | 
encourage your readers to urge the 
FDA to grant petition 98P- 
0151/CP1 prohibiting the slaugh- 
ter of downed animals for human
